Steve  libeling,  director  of  Public 
Safely,  explained  that  he  can'i  be  ex- 
pected 10 solve  problems,  no  nuttier  bow 
long  ihey  have  exisied,  if  vjciims  are 
relucuuii  to  come  forward.  He  com- 
mented. "ibu  can't  expect  to  solve  the 
problem  by  going  around  me." 

Kelly,  however,  did  have  a meeting 
with  libeling  and  the  oflker  involved 
in  the  incidem.

libeling  said  that,  for  some  time,  he 
has  been  working  for  a soiulion  to  the 
problemwitbSiaan Donovan. vice  presi- 
dent of  Siudeoi  Dcvelupmcni,  and 
Jonathan  Hopkins,  asaotani  dean  of  Stu- 
dents, among  others.  Thctr  plans  arc  to 
be  completed  this  week.  "It'spremaiure 
to  say  anything  to  put  in  the  paper," 
libeling  added.  However,  be  did  prom- 
ise that  by  our  next  inuc  he  would  have 
the  laulis  of  his  meeting  prepared,  and 
relay  whai  would  hopefully  become  a 
"positive  Story." 

In  the  meantime,  siudenis  like  Kelly 
and  Jones  will  have  to  wait.

Four  or  six 
weeks  later,  ihc  siudeni  is  asked  to  come 
back  for  retesting.  The  resultsofihc  new 
test  are  primed  alongside  (hai  of  ibe 
former,  giving  students  a chance  to  note 
their  progress  and  improvement.

Dr.  Susan  Brisoo.  philosophy 
professor  at  Darimouib  College, 
addressed  a full  audience  oo  Rb- 
ruary  17.  relating  her  personal  ex- 
pcnenco  as  a surviwr  of  sexual 
assault  and  asking  for  incrcascij 
empathy  for  vKiimi. 

According  to  Bnsun.  a wu mao 
issexually  assaulted  every  six  min- 
utes. but  only  10  percent  of  all 
these  assaults  are  reponed.  Every 
LS  seconds,  she  urd,  a woman  is 
beaten.  Unforiunutcly.  many 
women  situ  feel  as  if  they  are  im- 
mune to  sexual  assault,  aral  under- 
e«iimaic  Iheirstrengih  to  provcoi  it, 
said  Brisoru 

Brison  said  that  according  to 
Rou  Harrison,  author  of  Rape:  A 
Case  Stod)  and  Political  Pbiloso- 
phy,  rape  (hffcis  from  norma) sexual 
actjviiy  because  it  involves  n lack 
of  coQseni.  This  puzzled  Brison, 
andshc  asked  sa(ca.sticaUy,  "Is  what 
rhsiinguishcs  the  ft  from  normal  gin 
giving,  (he  lack  of  consent?  1 never 
thoughiofmurder  as  aitempiedsui- 
etdo  minus  consent." 

Bnson  said  sbe  is  proud  to  be 
a survivor  of  xxual  assault,  ex- 
plaining how  she  painfully  moved 
from  shame  arsl  dental  to  a feeling 
of  self-empowerment.  However, 
although  her  recovery  process  re- 
newed herxlf-confidcnce  and  tlc- 
tenninalkrn,  Bruon  will  never  for- 
gei  the  events  of  July  4. 1990. 

Brison  recalled  walking  along 
a country  road  In  souibcm  Fhtncc, 
singing  to  herself,  petting  a goat, 
and  pictong  wild  sirawbcmcs  iriong 
the  way.  "About  an  hour  and  a half 
later,”  she  said,  "I  was  lying  face 
down  in  a muddy  creek,  at  (be  bot- 
tom uf  a ravine,  struggling  to  stoy 
alive.  1 had  been  grabbed  from 
behind,  pulled  into  to  the  bushes, 
beaten,  and  sexually  assaulted." 

When  Bnson  fought  back,  her 
assalam  strangled  her  unillshclosi 
contciousneu.  When  she  awoke, 
sbe  was  being  dragged  by  Ixr  foci 
into  a ravine.  Her  assailant  hit  her 
in  the  forehead  with  a rock  and 
strangled  her  again,  leaving  her  to 
(be. 

B risen  w os  rcsotod  by  a former 
and  taken  to  the  emergency  room 
ofancarbyhoapiuLwhereshewas 
treated  for  her  biiuncs,  including  a 
fraciored  trachea.  "Leaves  and 
iwtgs  were  taken  from  my  hair  as 
evKienec.  My  fingcmaib  were 
scraped  aad  my  mouth  was 
swabbed."  she  saxL 

When  Bnson  lefl  (he  hapital 


eleven  dais  laier,  she  wH  si>  afraid 
of  being  aKtne.  that  she  pul  her 
lawycr'-s  address,  down  on  hospital 
forms.  Sbcwasicmfledhcrassail- 
ani  aould  find  ter  aral  finish  ibejob, 
even  oficr  be  had  been  indited  fur 
rape  and  uiiemptcd  murder,  and  bi' 
carecraicd  u-iiboui  piKsibiUiy  afbail. 

Bruon  laughed  when  she  read 
ona|»licc(ranscnpiihutborassal]- 
tnisaidshc  haJ  provoked  the  attack.

M)  lembl)  seductive  jugging  shoes?

one  came  lo  the  funeral. " 

fijr  two  years  n was  hord  for 
Brison  lo  let  her  husband  near  her, 
and  sbe  took  sleeping  pills  lo  ward 
off  flashbacks  al  night.  Bui  like 
other  victim*  of  sexual  assault, 
Brison  found  it  hard  to  be  angry  at 
ber  aitKker.  She  couldn't  accept 
what  had  luppened  to  ter. 

Bnson  took  a women’s  self  de- 
fense courtc>  which  she  uid  en- 
abled ber  tojintify  her  fcclingi  of 
rage  and  Ihc  right  lode Icod  herself. 
The  hardest  thing  fbr  the  women  lo 
do  in  my  defense  class,  was  lo  ycU 
*no’."*te  Mid. 

Bason  began  to  feel  stronger 
through  the  clau.  Wtenshcfinally 
managed  tospeakaboui  ter  assouli. 
some  people  dklo’i  want  to  listen. 
When  people  failed  to  respond,  she 
fell  alone. 

According  lo  Brison.  ite  pain 
doc*  Stop  hurting  and  now  she  can 
go  hours  wiihoui  having  flashbacks. 
But  there  arc  still  days  when  sbe 
stays  in  bed,  irying  to  And  one  good 
reason  to  go  on,  Brison  said.  "You 
can  never  be  ibe  Mme,  but  you  can 
he  belter.  When  your  life  Is  shat- 
tered, you're  forced  to  pick  up  the 
pieces.'"

“If  re- 
covery means  being  the  same  per- 
son I was,  (ten  no.  I will  never  be  (te 
same,  bol  if  recovery  means  bemg 
able  so  UKorporaiewhai  I've  (canted 
into  my  life  and  cany  on.  then  yes.

At  Loyola,  sexual  assault  is 
considered  a Level  A violation,  meaning 
thai  after  going  through  the  judicial 
process,  students  may  be  subjected  to  a 
maximum  sanction  or  expubion  from 
the  college.  According  to  the  siudcnt 
handbook,  sexual  assault  Is  "sexual 
intercourse  or  attempted  sexual 
intercourse  without  the  consent  of  the 
victim.  ThedcGnitionapplicsregaidless 
ofwhcihertheofrenderisasirangeroran 
•oquainUncc  of  the  victim." 

In  1992,  Congress  passed  the 
Campus  Sexual  Assault  Victims  Bill  of 
Rights,  requmng  for  the  first  ilmethal 
uruversilies  notify  the  accuser  and  the 
accused  of  resulu  of  judicial  hearings, 
and  In  January,  Senator  Christopher 
McCabe  of  Maryland  proposed  two  new 
bills  CO  ncemingsexualassaulioncollegc 
campuses.  If  approved,  the  bllb  will  be 
pul  Into  efTcci  October  1. 1993. 

Senate  Bill  284,  "Campus  Sexual 
Assault-Disciplinary  Proceedings", 
requites  that  the  alleged  vtctim  of  a sexual 
assault  have  the  same  n^u  to  legal 
asstsiance  and  witnesses  as  the  acetoed. 
The  biU  also  establishes  the  victim's 
nght  to  be  "free  of  questions  regarding 
prior  sexual  conduct  with  anyone  other 
than  the  accused." 

Senate  Bill  285,  ~ Higher  Edicatioa- 
-Sexual  Assault  tobey".  wiO  requreeach 
ufflvcniiy  in  Maryland  to  submit  to  the 
state  by  Augmi  4, 1994,  a wntten  policy 
00  sexual  assault.  Tbc  umvenity  will  be 
responsibk  for  unpkmentiog,  posting 
ted  dBtnbuting  tha  policy  to  the  coUege 
cofflotunny. 

The  sexual  assault  policy  must 
include  pcovoioas  for  the  vtcum's  nght 
to  file  criminal  charges  with  the 
appropriate  taw  eaforcemeni  ofnetab, 

and  for  the  prompt  aoBUnce  of  eoUege 

health  or  new  homing  for  the  vtettm.

Gilmore,  has  come  up  against  similar 
problems.  Gilmore  has  been  confronted 
by  security  four  times  in  the  last  two 
years.  According  lo  Gilmore,  security 
has  requested  his  1.0.  on  two  occasions 
because  unknown  callers  in  Maryland 
Hall  report  him  as  a suspicious  person. 

"1  don’t  know  how  I could  be  called 
a suspicious  petson  twice  in  one  year," 
he  said.  “I’m  a senior;  people  should 
recognize  me  by  now."

RAC&m  and  prejudice  arc  hot  topics  right  now  for  Loyola  and 
for  The  Greyhound.  Recent  cditoriab  and  letters  have  expressed 
posiliom  horn  various  perspectives  of  the  issue.  But  there's  one 
penpociivc  we  often  take  for  granted  - that  prejudice  against 
blacks,  women,  and  orn  straight  white  males  is  wrong. 

The  discovery  that  campus  police  ofHccrs  may  equate  "suspi* 
C10US  persons*  with  ‘black  persons'  should  make  one  pau.se.  On 
one  h^.  realize  that  security  has  a job  to  do.  and  we  under- 
stand that  they  must  use  discretion  in  determining  who  might  be  a 
secuhiy  threat.  But  on  the  other  hand,  black  students  who  were 
invited  to  join  Loyola  deserve  better  than  to  be  branded  as  auto- 
matic suspects. 

We  are  pleased  that  Mr.  Tabeling  has  come  forward  to  explain 
that  a solution  to  this  problem  is  rapidly  approaching.  We  can  only 
hope  that  his  plan  will  prove  effective.  Racism  ls  an  elusive  issue, 
and  those  who  practice  it  often  remain  behind  closed  doors.  We 
hope  that  Mr.  Tabcling's  caritesiness  will  carry  over  to  the  rest  of 
the  force.  After  all,  it’s  not  Mr.  Tabeling  who  has  asked  black 
students  to  hand  over  ID's.

In  Ihe  early  SIX  Loyola  College 
we  largely  still  considered  a commuter 
school  by  many  despite  the  fact  that  the 
rauoofco mmuters  to  residents  weclimb- 
ingover  the  50/50 point.  At  that  time,  like 
many  other  Jouit  schools,  Loyola  had  a 
baroRcampus  called  the  RaLskeliar.  Since 
the  drinking  law  went  intocfTcci  nation- 
ally. Loyola  closed  the  establishmcni, 
and  made  it  into  a small  eating  venue  for 
the  students.  Loyola's  number  of  resi- 
dents on  campus  coniinued  to  steadily 
increase  in  the  late  60s,  tapering  off  to  a 
rale  or20/80commuicrs  to  residents.  Bui 


that  iiailsticmay  change  In  the  coming 
yean. 

Rir  starters,  the  ruing  costs  of 
room  and  board  are  forcing  studenu  to 
look  for  o(T  campus  apartments  and 
houses.  They  ate  finding  nice  roomy 
and  homey  places  to  reside,  and  ai  rea- 
sonable rates  as  well.  But  more  impor- 
tantly, ihey  arc  also  finding  more  free- 
dom and  privacy,  something  college 
students  tend  to  crave  at  times.  The 
freedom  aspect  largely  iranslaics  Into 
the  freedomof  having  ponies  with  large 
amounts  of  people  and  alcohol,  free 
from  obsessive  securiiyguards  and 
bloodhound-like  student  life  directors 
and  RA.S  .

But  head  coach  Diane  Aikcns 
knows  beiicnhan  to  dwell  on  the  past, 
especially  with  the  talent  that  she  has 
at  her  dispoaal  as  the  1993  season 
draws  ckaer. 

Loyc^  rcturm  nine  siancrs  from 
last  year,  including  All-American  Ihra 
Kramer  and  Bcuy  Given  on  ofTcroc 
and  three-year  starters  Ihcia  Grant, 
Kerry  Cartson.  and  goalie  UndaOhnn 
on  defense.  And  Loyola's 
embarrmmcni  of  richei  docs  not  end 
then. 


Veterans  of  1991  Sabrina 
Gallagher-a  1990  All-American  and 
one  of  the  biggest  scoring  ihrcais  in 
Loyola  hlsiory,  as  her  86  career  goals 
would  attcsi-and  defender  Monica 
DICandllo.athree-ycarstartcrwhom 
Lacrosse  Magazine  calls 
“irrtplacable",  arc  both  back  after 
missing  last  year  with  seroius  knee 
injuries. 

However,  even  with  all  of  this 
reluming  talent, plus  hi ghly-tegonled 
freshmen  Michele  Meyer  (Arnold, 
Md)  and  Story  NVbiie  (Baldwin,  Md), 
Loyolawillnoicomcacroasa  playoff 
berth  very  easily.
